CORNER -STONE LAYINGS AND NEW ORGANIZATIONS. 


The corner-stone of the new Lutheran church at Garnett, Kansas, Rev. J. 
F. Scherer, pastor, was laid May 30, 1891. Kev. T. F. Dornblaser, Synod- 
ical Missionary, delivered the address and assisted in the services. The super- 
structure will be brick, costing about $4,500, and they expect to have it ready 
for the roof by November 1. 

August 23, 1891, the cornerstone was laid of the main edifice of the 
“ Children’s Memorial,”” Kansas City, Mo., Revs. S. B. Barnitz, D). D,, J. B. 
Young, D. D., E. Nelander, J. M. Cromer, F. M. Porch, and D. S. Altman 
assisting in the service. The building is joined to the present chapel, and will 
cost about $10,000. It is now under roof, end wil! probably be ready for use 
early in January. | 

October 4, the President of Synod assisted Rev. J. F. Sponseller in laying 
the corner-stone of the new Hebron Lutheran church, six miles south of 
Waterville, Kansas. The building will be frame, and at an expense of about 
$2,200.00. This congregation deserve special praise for their worthy under- 
taking, and should receive encouragement from any who are able to afford 
substantial aid. 

March 28, 1891, St. Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran church of me 9 was 
organized by Rev. J. F. Scherer. An application will be made by thi§ con- 
gregation to be received into Synod. This is really a reorganization pf the 
congregation already a part of this Synod under the name of St. Paul’$ Eng- 
lish and German Evangelical Lutheran church of Ottawa. * A former [pastor 
on retiring from the field gave the members letters of dismissal frum the 
church, and practically disbanded the organization connected with Synad. 

August 23, 1891, St. Paul’s Lutheran church at Pontiac, Kan., was prgan- 
ized by Rev. T. F. Dornblaser. It has been supplied by Rev. H. Acker. 
This congregation will apply for admission to this Synod September 20, 1591. 

A Lutheran organization with twenty members was effected at Spring Grove, 
Doniphan county, Kas., by the Synodical Missionary. This place is ten miles 
- north of Atchison, and has been supplied the past year by Rev. E. E. Schantz, 
one of the students at Midland. The opening is a favorable one, and an ap- 
plication will doubtless be made at this Synod for membership. 


VACANCIES. 
Chapman, Ellsworth, Hays City, Long Island, Mi ‘is, Manchester, 
Norcatur, Perth, Washington and Vineland pastorates are vacant. 
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‘Leavenworth hopes to locate a pastor in that mission soon. 
Chapman was supplied by Rev. J. A. Lowe from February 1 to April 15, 


1891. 


St. James church, near Abilene, approved and ratified the action of Synod, 
and became a part of the Banner City charge January 1, 1891. 

Rev. H. A. Koogle has been supplying Excelsior, a congregation of the 
Elisworth charge, and asks that Synod make it a part of the Bunker Hill pas 
torate. As this request seems to be in harmony with the wishes of those di- 
rectly interested, | would suggest that it be granted. 

| MISCELLANEOUS. 

On June 6, 1891, I gave ad interim license to FE. E. Schantz, a former li- 

centiate of this Synod, who had been called to supply the church at Manitou 


Springs, Colorado. 
The Synodical Traveling Secretary has been in the field the entire year. 


His time has been occupied in supplying vacant charges and assisting pastors 


- ig special services: There have been many requests for his presence. He 


has performed his work well, and has been a faithful servant of the Synod in 
this new office. Through his agency several mission points have been saved 
to our Synod, and he has been able, by occasional visits, to encourage some 
vacant congregations to hold together until a minister could be secured. His 
services have been very acceptable, and the chief regret is that the financial 
support has not been more prompt. 

On page 74 of the Minutes of the General Synod an amendment is pro- 
posed to its Constitution. For its adoption it requires the consent of two- 
thirds of the District Synods. Action should be taken upon this subject at 
this meeting of Synod, and official notice of same sent to the Secretary of the 
General Synod. 

The Secretary of the Board'of Supplies of the General Synod has requested 
me to bring before this Synod in my official report the purposes and woak of 
that Board. The Presidents of the District Synods are ex-officio Vice- 
Presidents of this Board. Their hearty co-operation and assistance are desired. 
Without these very little can be accomplished. The President of Synod is 
invited to give information regarding brethren available for services and wish. 
ing charges; also vacant pastorates desiring a minister. The object is to 
bring the available man in communication with a vacant charge. The pur. 
pose of this Board is a good one, and is worthy-of due consideration by this 
body. 

Just before coming to this convention I received an application from St. 
Paul’s English Evangelical Lutheran church of Denver, Col., for a certificate 
of dismissal to unite with the newly organized Rocky Mountain Synod at its 
regular meeting, October 28th, 18914. The pastor of the church petitioning 
is a member of the new Synod, and as this congregation is within its bounds, 
I recommend that the request be granted.

STATE OF RELIGION. 


By action of last meeting of Synod, reports on the state of religion in the 
different pastorates were ordered sent to the President, who should make 
mention in his annual report of the religious condition of the field. Our effi. 
cient Secretary prepared an appropriate and comprehensive list of questions 
covering the subjects of interest in our work. The charges returned these 
blanks concisely and carefully filled out. This systematic series of inquiries 
secured definite informatidn, and greatly facilitated the preparation of a satis- 
factory statement of facts concerning our Synod. 

I find that five of the pastorates have been vacant the whole of the year, and 
five a part of it. 

The attendance in the majority of the churches is reported as growing, and 
the communicants faithful in the use of the public means of grace. About one 
half of the children and youth of the congregation attend church services. 
Only a small per cent. of non-professors fill our pews. Special religious 
awakenings have been experienced in six charges by evangelistic effort, and 
over 100 Conversions resulted therefrom. 

Prayer. meetings are held with but three exceptions in all our congregations, 
with an attendance of about 30 per cent. of the membership. The parents for 
the most part are conscientious and prompt in presenting their children for 
baptism. Family worship and religious instruction in the home are only fairly 
well observed. These duties, however, are faithfully urged by the pastors. 

Nearly all the Sunday-schools are open the entire year. A majority of the 
members are present. The children of the families of the church make good 
use of the privileges afforded them. Probably thirty per cent. of the scholars 
are from homes not professedly religious. The literature used in the schools 
is supplied by the Lutheran Publication Society. There is evidence of a 
growing co-operation in missionary enterprise. A number of schools support 
pupils in tthe India College. Special days are observed for instructing the 
children concerning the work abroad, and offerings are lifted frequently for it, 
to which the schools respond liberally. The catechism is generally taught in 
our churches, the pastor having regular classes for this purpose under his per- 
sonal direction. 

The congregations are becoming more systematic in benevolence. The 
ideal is not yet reached, but commendable progress has been made toward it. 
It is worthy of congratulation and cause for devout thanksgiving to (iod to 
know that at the last meeting of the General Synod, notwithstanding the 
pressing financial obligations of our churches and members on this territory, 
the shortage in crops and the general decline in business, yet Kansas was the 
banner field, and the only one of the twenty-three Synods that exceeded its 
apportionment for all objects. 

Our Church officials are fairly diligent in their duties. The pastor’s salary 
is not paid as promptly as is desirable. There should be an advance of at 
qeast 25 per cent. in the remuneration given to a majority of our faithful 
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laborers. The support is inadequate to meet the demands. Even this in- 
crease would give them but a moderate compensation for the work required 
and performed. Considering the difficulties encountered and the results 
achieved, I feel confident that no body of ministers has made greater sacri- 
fices more cheerfully and with more hope of success than the members of the 
Kansas Synod. 

Aad now, brethren, with grateful etinaiaticdemens for the co operation of 
all, I return to you the important trast committed to me a year ago, with the 
prayer that heaven’s richest blessings may be poured out upon this Conven. 
tion, and that the Holy Spirit may guide you in al! your deliberations for the 
glory of the Redeemer’s kingdom.

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Report of Committee No. 7—On Parochial Reports. . 

The Secretary read the following report, which was adopted: 

Mr. President » On account of the removal from the bounds of the Synod 
of the two clerical members of this committee, the President appointed the 
Secretary to tabulate the statistics for this year. 

A tabulated statement of the reports sent me is here presented. (See Ap- 
pendix B.) These statistics are worthy of examination. 

I call your attention to the following items : 

1. Membership.—We have one more congregation enrolled than a year ago, 
but have four more prayer-meetings in operation, and have had 33 more mem. 
bers under catechetical instruction. Our losses from all causes are 41 in 
excess of last year, while our gains in membership are 216 less. Our commu. 
nicant membership has decreased 114 during the past year. This is not a 
sign of less activity on the part of the workers, but can be accounted for— 
First, By the large number of vacancies in our Synod; fifteen congregations 
are now without pastors, many of which have been vacant the larger part of 
the year. Second, By some of the larger congregations making a new roll of 
members and dropping many from their rolls who have not been entitled to 
membership for years past. 

2. Finances.—We find that in value of property we have gained this year 
$7,655.00. With few exceptions the reports this year give a fair value of the 
property, and all should drop fictitious values. While we have three new 
church buildings in process of erection and money has been borrowed, we still 
have decreased our indebtedness $3,560 00, and although many of our fields 
have been vacant and have had little expense during the year, yet $758.00 
more has been expended on our work than the preceding year. 

3. Sunday schools.—We have but one more Sunday-school enrolled, and that 
a union school, but have lost in working force 15 officers and teachers, and 
from our classes 438 scholars. Our schools have cost $193.00 more for their 
support, but have contributed $179.00 less for benevolence than the year be- 
fore. The children in all our schools should have an opportunlty to give to 
the work of the Lord, but this work may not have been presented in many 
schools for want of an interested person to do it. 

4. Benevolence.—To the objects heretofore apportioned, our churches have 
contributed $460.00 less than the preceding year. But on external objects, 
which includes the support of the Synodical Missionary, $1,238.00 more has 
been contributed. The godly women of our churches have increased their 
offerings $284.00, and the increase in total benevolence is the large sum of 
$1,185.00 more than the year before, while the grand total of offerings for the 
Lord’s work shows the handsome increase of $1,844.00 in excess of last year. 
This, in view of the large number of vacancies and the financial pressure 
which we have experienced calls for profound gratitude to God, and should 


inspire us with confidence for the future.

The President's Address. ~~ 

Dear Sisters of the Kansas Synod; Oné more we have the privilege of 
meeting together at the close of the Synodical year. We are grateful that we 
have been spared, and are thus happily assembled this morning. We do not 
meet simply for hearing and conducting the business pertaining to a conven- 
tion, but to receive an inspiration and 7eal to enalle us to press forward our- 
selves and carry some of this feeling home to our respective Societies. 

These annual conventions serve to impress us with the rapid flight and 
brevity of time. It is only when we are limited as to time that we realize how, 
short an hour, day, week, month or year is. As we gather here this morning 
and take a retrospective view of the past year, it seems such a short time si 
we met at Salina. And perhaps when we sum up our work the results wil 
appear small and apparently insignificant, and you may incline to think v 
litle has been accomplished in a whole year. But we rarely accomplish i 
our individual lives the daily tasks we set for ourselves. We invariabl 
find that it is easier to plan and lay out work than to perform it in a gi 
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time. So it is with our Synodical Missionary work. At the beginning of the 
year we look forward to twelve long months of time in which to do this and 
that, but at the close we look back to see much that we had hoped to do, yet 
undone. “ She hath done what she could,” is a comforting, soothing, cheer- 
ing passage of Scripture, to the heart of one who has really done what she 
could, I believe this may be truly applied to all our officers and committees. 
I beliewe each one has been faithful to duty, and all of them have done the 
work that devolved upon them, amidst many other pressing and important 
duties. It is God’s eye that seeth and understandeth the efforts made by His 
servants, and He will bestow upon them the merited reward. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the feeling of responsibility has been great and 
the labar often wearisome, yet in a retrospective view of the year's work, the 
labor and responsibility seem to vanish, and there arises before the vision, as 
the most prominent feature of the work, the loving kindness, tender sympathy, 
ready helpfulness, Christian charity and patience of those with whom I have 
been associated. 

Christian fellowship! How sweet it is here upon earth. How much more 


"blessed will it be in heaven. It is this feeling of fellowship that draws us so 


closely together in these Conventions. May it take ful! possession of us while 
we are here in convention assembled, that we may realize that we are indeed 
the children of one Father. Inthe devotional meetings more than in any 
other, will we feel this bond of union and sympathy. We have arranged for 
more time to be spent in prayer than at former Conventions, believing that we 
will find it time well and most profitably spent. Let us make these prayer 
services of the first importance. Do not be tempted to slight the opening ser- 
vice, nor leave before the closing one. We cannot expect to do work of the 
special character this bears, without constant prayer. 

The reports of the Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer will give all in- 
formation in reference to the ieties, and I shall, therefore, make no men- 
tion of this part of the work. € arrangements made previous to coming 
here, and the hour devoted to “ Conversation on Society Work,”’ are intended 
to elicit in detail all possible information, and give us a real knowledge of the 
methods and means of working in the various Auxiliaries. Our programme 
has been arranged entirely for the practical good to be derived from it, and 
we sincerely hope that each delegate present will be free to speak and act, 
that the very greatest possible good may be derive: from this Convention. 

We are glad to report that this year. in both the Southern and Western Dis- 
tricts, the ladies have met with the Conferences. The Southern Conference 
held its first meeting at Topeka in February. The attendance on the part of 
the ladies was very encouraging. It was my pleasure and privilege to attend 
this meeting. It was enjoyable and profitable. se of us who were there 
were convinced of the great good such meetings would be to the work, and 
were rejoiced to be so kindly received by the members of the Conference. 
We returned to our homes, determined to use every endeavor to make these 
meetings in the future matters of special consideration. 


i 
, 
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The second meeting with this Conference was in June, at which time also the 
Western Conference was in session. The ladies of the districts were invited, 
and attended their. respective Conferences. There can be no doubt of the 
beneficial influences and good results of thus meeting with the Conference. 
May we not hope for a better attendance of our ladies at the meetings of Con- 
in the future? Some of our workers have thought we were not ready 
this step, but I believe we are. The Kansas Synod covers so large a tet- 
that it is impossible for many of our members to attend the annual Con- 
vention, but it might be possible to attend the-meetings of Conference. The 
expense is usually the obstacle to the attendance. Is it not possible for each 
Auxiliary to provide a contingent fund? Out of this fund the expenses of 
Delegates to the Conference and the Annual Meeting could be paid and sup- 
plies of literature purchased. That each Auxiliary should have a contingent 
ind is plainly a necessity. But the question will arise, how shall it be pro- 
? A good way, which has been adopted by some Societies, is to have 
a mite box always on the table at the monthly meeting, into which each mem- 
ber shall drop a small sum monthly. This is a very simple and giccessful 
way where the Society is large, but would be of no practical benefit where the 
average attendance is six or eight. But it were better to have a small! fund 
than none at all. There would be sufficient to at Jeast enable them to pur- 
se a good supply of tracts, and perhaps other literature. 

We are glad so many of the Auxiliaries have reported public meetings, but 

all it is only the few who have held them. Can we not improve in this 
matter? Let us make a greater effort in the future. It is certainly a means of 
improvement to the Society and of good to the Church. In this way good 
seed is sown, and the mission work always kept prominently before the con- 
gtegation. At the Canton Convention a suggestion was made, which I think 
would be very easy to carry out, and exceedingly helpful to our Societies in 
giving public meetings. The suggestion was that Synodical Societies would 
do well to have in their possession a box of costumes of the different coun- 
tries. Knowing from experience how difficult it is to prepare proper cos- 
tumes, and how much time it requires, and how few of us have time to de- 
vote to such work, I therefore recommend to your consideration that the 
Kansas Synodical Society shall prepare a box of costumes, the same to be 
placed in the care of the Corresponding Secretary, to whom application for 
costumes may be made ly any of the Auxiliaries. A division of labor would 
lighten the work and expense. 

_In accordance with our By-Laws, we open our Convention “ on the sec- 
ond day following the opening of Synod.’’ To open the Convention on 
Thursday and continue “from day to day until its business is completed,” 
might possibly carry the last session over until Saturday, which would neces- 


sitate the remaining from home over Sunday, or compel Sunday travelling. 


Two days are really a very short time in which to crowd all the work that 
should be achieved at the Convention. There should be at least another half

day to enable the newly elected officers to hold an executive meeting before 
separating. I therefore ask that some action be taken by the present assem-— 
bly upon Article 7 of By-laws, and recommend a day in the week for 
the opening of the Convention. " 

What has the Reporter been to you individually and collectively ? To your 
President it has been exceedingly helpful in many wa The Synodical 
Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer have each sent a careful copy of their 
reports each quarter for publication. From these reports I have Jearned much. 
A comparison of the two reports invariably develops a number of inaccura- 
cies: You, no doubt, would be astonished at the number of Societies that re- 
port differently to the different officers. This is usually occasioned, I believe, 
by carelessness on the part of the Auxiliary ana Secretary, who no 
doubt thinks it unnecessary to be very accurate 

My dear Sisters, it is necessary to be very careful in these reports. Let me 


" arge you to be very painstaking and accurate hereafter. [ should like to see 


every Auxiliary Society adopt, as its own, the resolution passed at Canton, 
viz.: that every Auxiliary Corresponding Secretary be provided with a book, 
in which she shall keep a copy of each and every report sent out by her. This 
would prove very helpful. It would save much anxiety and time so the Sec- 
retary, insure greater accuracy to the reports, and prove valuable as a means 
of reference and comparison. Let us not neglect the use of these means of 
improvement that are suggested to us by the General nt The publication 


of the quarterly reports in the A’cforter is a very good feature of the paper. 
These reports keep us informed and familiarize us with the different Societies. 

I would recommend to you, as I did one year ago, that the Acporter be 
continued, and be kept under the control and supervision of the synocical 
officers, as it has been heretofore. | | 

I shall take no more of your time now to dwell upon any other features of 
the work, but should like in closing to quote a few words from one of Prof. 
Drummond's lectures, with the hope expressed that the beautiful thought 
therein may bring to our hearts peace and comfort. “ What is the end of 
life? The end of life is not to do good, although many of us think so. It 
is not to win souls, although I once thought so. The end of life is to do the 
the will of God. That may be in the line of doing good or winning souls, or 
it may not. For the individual the answer to the question, What.is the end 
of my life? is, to do the will of God, whatever that may _ ee eee 
The maximum achievement of any man’s life, after it 1s all over, is to have 


done the will of God. No man or woman can have any more with a 
life; no Luther, no Spurgeon, no Wesley, no Melanchthon, can have done 
any more with their lives; and a dairy-maid or a sca can do as much.

Society of the Kansas Synod,” and shall be composed of all Delegates from _ 


each Auxiliary in the bounds of the Kansas Synod. 


Agticie I. 
This Society shall meet annually at such time and place as the Synod itself 
shall meet, unless otherwise provided for. 
Articxe III. 
Its officers shall consist of a President, Vice President, Re cording Secre- 
tary, Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer. 


Articie IV. 

The officers of this Society shall be elected by ballot, at the morning session 
of the last day of the annual meeting, and shall be elected by a majority vote. 
Officers of this Society, Auxiliary delegates and officers, mem bers of the 
Executive Committee of the General Society, shall have the right to vote. 

ARTICLE V. 

It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of the So- 
ciety, and to advance its general interests. 

It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to perform the duties of the 
President in her absence, and to assist in devising means for the efficiency of 
the Society. 

Articie VI. 

Each Auxiliary within the bounds of this Society shall be entitled to one 
voting delegate for every ten members or fraction thereof, and when the 
President of an Auxiliary is present, she shall be entitled to a vote, whether 
she is a delegate or not; also all life members are entitled to a vote. 


Artic.e VII. 

This Society shall convene at 9:30 a. m. on the day following the opening 
of Synod, and shall hold its sessions from 9:30 to 11:30 a. m., and from 1:30 
to 4:30 p. m., and shall continue from day to day until its business is com- 
pleted.
